TELECOMMUNICATION ADMINISTRATIONS INDICATED THAT INTER-

MOBILE SERVICES. (NOTE: "RUSSIAN WOODPECKER ", AS

IN GENEVA IN AND ADJACENT TO 21 MHZ AMATEUR BAND; AT 
1 145 GMT 21 FEB, FOR EXAMPLE, BROAD, STRONG SIGNAL 
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MONITORED, CENTERED ON 21,000 KHZ.) 

3. NORWAY, ON BEHALF OF GROUP, PRESENTED "PACKAGE" TO 
ASHOT L'VOVICH BADALOV, HEAD OF SOVDEL, WHO HAS BEEN 
HANDLING MATTER PERSONALLY. PACKAGE INCLUDED "PICTURES" 
OF INTERFERING SIGNAL. 

4. BADALOV AGAIN DECLINED TO PARTICIPATE IN MEETING OF 
ALL PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES. WHEN TOLD, BY NORWAY, THAT 
COUNTRIES CONCERNED MIGHT CONSIDER IT NECESSARY MAKE 
STATEMENT IN PLENARY, BADALOV SAID SOMETHING TO EFFECT 
HE HAD HIS ORDERS AND ASSUMED OTHERS DID TOO. 

5 . ANOTHER MEETING TOOK PLACE LATE WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, 
22 FEB. DECISION WAS MADE TO MAKE STATEMENT AT PLENARY 
ON FRIDAY, 24 FEB. NORWAY WILL SPEAK, WITH AS MANY
